Lar/^e Fallingr off in the Vote— 
Keturas from All Portions ot 
th^ United states. 


Tuesday’s electioa in Sed.tlia 
was rem irkably quiet. There was 
a large falling off in the vote in 
both the city and county, it being 
almost if not quite 25 per cent, the 
rain keeping many away from the 
polls. 
While it was unusually quiet in 
the city up to the noon hour, it 
was lively enough to satisfy even 
the most strenuously inclined be­ 
tween the hours of 4 and 6 o’clock, 
the respective party workers strain­ 
ing all their efforts to poll every 
vote, with the democrats getting 
the best of it. 
Tne first city precinct to com­ 
plete the count was the Second, 
followed by the Third, First and 
Fourth, it being 5 
o’cIoqA: this 
morning before the latter was fin­ 
ished. 
At this writing it is assured that 
the democrats have re-elected Col­ 
lector McClure, Sheriff D:ilard, 
Recorder Looney ♦ and 
Probate 
Judge 
Parsons, 
and 
have 
elected Clemens Honkomp county 
treasurer, E. R. Wilson judge of 
the Western district, and possibly 
Dr. McCluney coroner. 
The republicans elected the fol­ 
lowing: J. H. Bothweli, repre 
tentative; R. N. Lower, county 
clerk; C. C. Kelly, prosecuting at­ 
torney ; Chas. Daugherty, circuit 
clerk; C. E. Messerly, presiding 
judge, andGabe Albers judge of the 
Eastern district. 
All three of the republican can­ 
didates for justices of the peace in 
Sedalia township, Messrs. Rogers, 
Smith and Berry, were elected. 
The surprise of the campaign 
was the election of J. C. Connor 
democratic candidate for constable 
•f Sedalia. 
Very little attention was paid to 
the eight constitutional amend­ 
ments, but the vote in favor of the 
Six-Mile road district was 1,60 
for to 227 against.

A man supposed to be W. L. 
Owsley,whose permanent residence 
is unknown, was run down and 
killed by M., K. & T. passenger 
train No. 3 at 9:05 this morning 
near the Harrison avenue crossing 
of the M., K, A T. railway tracks. 
Owsley was walking along the 
track with his back to the ap­ 
proaching southbound train, and 
apparently did not hear the warn­ 
ing whistles which were sounded. 
The pilot of the engine picked 
up the man, similar to the way the 
fender of a street car picks up an 
object in its path, and carried him 
along until the train was stoppée 
at the Grand 
avenue crossing 
where the body rolled to one side 
of the track. 
An examination of the unfortu­ 
nate man showed that every bone 
in his body was broken. 
Coroner T. P. McCluney viewed 
the remains and ordered the body 
sent to Hillis’ undertaking rooms. 
Owsley’s 
grip, 
which 
was 
knocked out of his hand when he 
« 
was struck by the engine, was 
picked up and turned over to the 
coroner. 
From letters found in Owsley’s 
pockets it is supposed he was a 
traveling fruit tree agent, and from 
the contents of one of the letters it 
is inferred he was wanted by the 
Springfield authorities for some 
minor offense committed 
there. 
The letters were all written by W. 
H. Branson, of No. 937 College 
street, Springfield, Mo., and were 
addressed to Owsley at Schell City, 
Vinita, I. T., and other places. 
Owsley spent yesterday in Se­ 
dalia, making his headquarters at 
a Main street saloon, and was there 
again early this morning. 
He told 
the frequenters of the place that 
he was tired of traveling and was 
going to leave town and go to his 
home. 
Among the dead man’s letters 
was the following clipping from a 
Springfield, Mo., newspaper, the 
name “ Ollorn” • probably being 
fictitious.

at their resp ectiv e o ffices. 
The 
registered mail seems to be p retty 
well safegu ard ed . 
The registered 
mail hand led d u ring the y ear co m­ 
p rised 22, 831, 400p ieces, and actu al 
lo ss was su stained in o nly 171 cases, 
so that the av erage lo ss was o nly 
o ne o u t o f ev ery 
86, 156 p ieces. 


I t is no tewo rthy , say s Brad - 
street’s, that bo th in the Philip ­ 
p ines and in Hawaii the need o f 
mo re efficient co mmo n labo r is felt, 
and that tho ee who hav e giv en 
sp ecial attentio n to the m atter are 
in fav o r o f the intro d u ctio n o f 
Chinese labo rers u nd er certain re­ 
strictio ns.

pearance to, but twi ce the si ze of 
those of M. Santos Dumont. 
It i s 
si xty-four and one-half yards long 
and twelve yards i n di ameter. The 
car i s fi ve and one-half yards long 
and can hold three per^ous. 
The 
propeller i s dri ven by a motor of 
forty horse power. 
I h e o w i e r s o f the new ai rshi p 
are anxi ous to avoi d publi ci ty con­ 
cerni ng i t unti l i t has made a tri p 
to Pari s and return. 
The Auto-Velo says that the L e­ 
Baudy balloon, after bei ng tri ed at 
a hei ght of twenty yards, held by a 
rope, ai cended to a hei ght of about 
ei ghty yards, free of the rope and 
made a ci rcui t of the park. 
The 
ai rshi p then made another ci rcui t 
at least a hei ght of a hundred yards 
and then two shorter fli ghts over 
the park. 
In all the ai rshi p cov­ 
ered a di stance of a mde and a half. 
The balloon has a capaci ty of 2,284 
cubi c meters.

Scarcely a w'eek wi ll pass, from 
the present ti me unti l the day w hen 
the blooms are ready to cut, wi thout 
some speci al operati on i n the way of 
repotti ng, ferti li zi ng, di sbuddi ng or 
change of locali ty bei ng necessary. 
Every vesti ge of bud, wi th the ex­ 
cepti on of three or four, i s ruthlessly 
pi nched off, i n order that the whole 
strength of the plant may be concen­ 
trated upon the producti on of two 
or three enormous blooms. 
But i t i s after the chrysanthemum 
i s out that the real troubles of i ts 
toi let commence. As many as a doz­ 
en di fferent i mplements are made to 
assi st i n thi s performance, but some 
are seldom used. 
Fi rst of all, a good brushi ng i s 
necessary for the flower. 
Thi s i s done very deli cately wi th 
a soft camel’s hai r brush, about one 
i nch i n length, wi th a handle of about 
si x i nches.

Hale Johnson, one of the most 
prominent men in Sou thern Illi­ 
nois and the candidate of the pro­ 
hibitionists for the v ice presidency 
in 18 96 , was bru tally mu rdered 
Tu esday at Bogota, III., a v illage 
in Jasper cou nty , thirty -six miles 
sou theast of Effingham. 
The weapon of death was a shot­ 
gu n, in the hands of Harry Harris, 
from whom Johnson 
had been 
commissioned as a lawy er to col­ 
lect an accou nt for a client. 
Mr. 
Johnson’s home was at Newton, 
where he had a large legal prac­ 
tice, 
Tu esday he went to Bogota, 
where Harris liv es with his family , 
for the pu rpose of secu ring a set­ 
tlement of the claim. 
Harris had 
refu sed to meet the obligation, and 
su it was brou ght against 
him. 
Ju dgrrent was secu red and an ex e­ 
cu tion issu ed for the amou nt of the 
bill. 
Tu esday morning Mr. Johnson, 
nr'comp inied by a depu ty sheriff, 
drov e ou t t j the Hairis home to 
serv e the tx ecu tiou u ad to lev y 
u pou su fficient prot erty to satisfy 
the claim. The cftL e r i.n J attorney 
fou nd the man ia ao u gly mood. 
Angry words were ex changed be­ 
tween Johnson and Harris. When 
the altercation had gone on for a fe w 
minu tes Harris left the v isitors and 
went into the iiu u se. 
There he se­ 
cu red a sholgau , and withou t fu r­ 
ther ado fired a heav y charge of 
bu ckshot into the face of Johnson 
at close range. 
The v ictim’s face 
and bead weie terribly mangled 
and death was inftantan^ou s. 
Im- 
niedia’ely after the shooting Harris 
leaped 
ir.to 
Johnson’s 
bu ggy , 
whipped u p the horse and started 
down the road at a mad pace, in 
an attempt 10 escape. 
The depu ty sheriff, who had 
bcf n a witness of the crime, pu r­ 
su ed the fu gitiv e with a horse and 
finally apprehended 
him. 
The 
mu rdeicr made no resistance, and 
when captu red was not repentant 
of his horrible deed. 
News of the 
crime spread rapidly and feeling 
ran high. 
There were mu tterings 
of ly nchings, bu t en rou te to jail 
Harris swallowed poison and died. 
Mr, Johnson was the nominee of 
his party for gov ernor of Illinois 
in 18 96 , bu t withdrew as a gu ber­ 
natorial candidate after accepting 
the candidacy for the prBsidency .

Own Weight. 
Dr. Prime, a noted lov er of birds 
and stu dent of their habits, sav s that 
the most disobedient bird in his pri­ 
v ate collection was a sisk in. He was 
abou t the size of a small ctinarv bird, 
and was of a greenish y ellow color.

The instant 1 mov ed away he 
wo uld dart lik e a bu llet throu gh the 
air straight at the Hartz finch, and 
unlessthelatterdodgedhim he wou ld 
hav e a bu nch of feathers in his sharp 
little bill. 
One day , after two or 
three talk s, I cau ght him and cu t 
so me o f his wing feathers, to impede 
his flight. He was q u iet enou gh in 
my hand till I pu t him back , and the 
mo ment I opened my hand he stood 
u p and went lik e a rifle ball from my 
inger, and k nock ed the astonished 
Hartz finch off the* perch. 
1 cau ght 
iu m again and cu t off so mu ch of his 
wing feathers that he cou ld not fly 
at all. Then I pu t him on the bot­ 
to m o f the av iary . He shook himself, 
tsied his wings, and, finding some- 
thimg wro ng ,, ju mped up on the 
jpo rcho i one by o ne till he was well u p 
Boot ho paused fo r a moment, and 
oooght sig ht o f the Hartz fmeh 
a IpoocL abo ut om his o wn lev el and 
it Iv e feet away . 
iw g o t his fau lty wings, and 
leaped for his enemy . 
The force of 
iho Sirring took him more than half 
way , but there were no wings to help 
him, and he fell to the bottom with a 
thump. A more thorou ghly abashed 
••amp nev er was seen. 
He pick ed 
iu mself u p, look ed at me and then at 
the birds arou nd him. He was con- 
Huered.^^

in Germany. 
One of the most strik ing monu ­ 
mental memories 
ev er reared 
on 
German soil, was recently u nv eiled 
at Eisenach, 
Thu ringia, 
by 
the 
Bu rchenschaft, the German stu dent 
organization fou nded in 1815 by u ni­ 
v ersity men who participated in tlie 
Napoleon war of that y ear. In the 
form of a limestone tower, 
rising 
from a terraced base to a height of 
1 2 0 feet and su rrou nded by a semi­ 
circu lar peristy le of massiv e pillars, 
the classical memorial with its ornate 
dome constitu tes an endu ring tok en 
of German u nity . The tower proper 
is a temple inclosed within the nine 
hu ge pillars topped by an architrav e 
inscribed in giant letters with the 
words 
^Treheit, Ehre u nd Vater- 
land"—^^Liberty , Honor and Father­ 
land." Upon the maim cornice of the 
dome are ranged the heads of six 
German heroes—Herman, the Liber­ 
ator, Karl the Great, Lu ther, Al­ 
brecht Du rer, 
Goethe, 
and Bee­ 
thov en. The dome is a cu pola 20 feet 
high, su rrou nded by mine eagles in 
the attitu de of gu arding as many 
doors. 
Su rmou nting the whole is a 
crown. 
Within the temple stands 
monu ments of Emperor William I 
Grand Du k e Karl Au gu st, Bismarck , 
Moltk e and Von Room. On the walls 
are tablets containing the names of 
8 7 members of the organization who 
hav e died for the fatherland. The 
monu ment was designed by Archi­ 
tect Wilhelm Kreis, o f Dresden.-
